The Delaware senator made 
pub lic a letter he had received 
from the commissioner of the In­ 
ternal Revenue Service listing a 
total of $13,000 as a “fraud penal­ 
ty” imposed on Mr. Powell. Mr. 
Williams added: 
“While the Treasury Depart­ 
ment states that, as yet. it hasn't 
accepted a compromise fw th e 
settling of these taxes, I find no 
evidence where the department is 
really

to 
cfrflect 
the 
money.” 


SEN. WILLIAMS pointed out in 
his speech over favors or prefer­ 
ential opportunities allegedly giv­ 
en Rep. Powell, end said; 


“ Notwithstanding this tax delin­ 
quency. three agencies of the gov­ 
ernment were vying with 
e a c h 
other as to which could curry the 
most favor with Mr. Powell b y 
opening the doors of the federal 
trea.sury. 
“The State Department, with no 
strings attached, freely financed 
Mr. Powell’s tour of the nightclub s 
in Europe. 
“The I)eparimenl of Health. Fld- 
ucation and Welfare tapped a fund 
which had lieen approved b y the 
Congress for the control of juve­ 
nile delinquency, and made an 
outright grant of $2.50.00(1 to a 
foundation which Mr, Powell and 
his admini.strative a.ssistant, Mr. 
Wingate, had organized ju.st eight 
days b efore the receipt of the gift. 
“The officials of this ag(*ncy 
were not quite clear as to whether 
they thought Mr, Ihmell 
w ou l d 
spend this money in .studying the 
juvenile delinquency prob lem or 
whether he would use it to organ­ 
ize a domestic peace corps in Har­ 
lem. There is one point on which 
they did agree — that the money 
would b e spent at Mr. Powell’s 
discretuxn. and apparently withixit 
any exerci.se of control b y the fed­ 
eral govern merit.

agency, was equally generous; it 
approved 
three 
loans 
totaling 
nearly $11 million on pr<^)erty 
whidi was b eing purchased f o r 
approximately $8.5 million, and, 
as further evidence of the admin­ 
istration’s philanthropy, it endors­ 
ed a b ill which wc^d provide 
complete exemption from all real 
estate taxes on one of these prop­ 
erties a.s long as it was owned 
and controlled b y Mr. Powell’s 
outfit.” 


THE QUESTION that Is b eing 
asked 
now is whether any­ 
b ody else has gotten or could still 
get such favors from the Kennedy 
administratkm, and whether the 
rules of “equal importunity” will 
b e followed hCTeafter. 
It will b e intere.sting to see 
whether the House (rf R e pre ^ ta- 
tives institutes a full investigation 
of the whole series of charges 
made b y a memb er (rf the upper 
house. While eadi house is t h e 
.sole judge of the b ehavior of its 
own memb ers, eitiier hou.se has a 
right to investigate just what the 
federal agencies did and what 
pressures, if any, were b rought to 
b ear and b y whom to grant Mr. 
Powell the requests that he made 
for federal funds. 
Before making his speech, Sen. 
Williams wrote to all the federal 
agencies involved and received 
general 
information 
concerning 
the grants. In his address, Mr. 
William« made this further com­ 
ment; 
“ During the pa.st 12 months 
various agencies of the govern­ 
ment 
have

scramb ling 
around to see who could give Mr. 
Powell the most favorab le deal... 
“I cite an example of Mr. 
Powell’s influence with this ad- 
mini.stration 
under 
the 
Hous­ 
ing and Home F’inance Agency. 
Ixmg-term loans totaling nearly 
$11 million at interest ratas as low 
a.s .354 per cent have b een ajmrov- 
ed to Mr. Powell and his associ­ 
ates . . . . 
“Not only were the.se loans suf­ 
ficient to cover 100 per cent of the 
acqui.sition cost of the pnmerties 
in quention, b ut in one instance 
the loan approved was for exactly 
doub le the acquisition price.” 


THIS IS something which 
w i l l 
certainly cause an arching of eye­ 
b rows among tho.se citizens who 
have applied for loans b ut have 
not txH^ given more than the ac­ 
quisition price. 
The r« *al point is not whether 
any fault lies with an applicant 
who seeks to gel all he can, b ut 
whether the federal aganaes — 
anxious to “ curry favor” with 
Chairman Powell, for in.stance. a.s 
Sen. Williams describ es il, have 
over.stepped the b iHinds of pro­ 
priety.

Sen. Keating of New York, a single voice 
from the Kennedy administration’s political 
opposition, is being heard over the official 
chorus of the Kennedy administration on the 
issue of Russian offensive weapons in Cuba. 
What makes this possible?

TWO WEEKS LATER it acknowledged 
that the missiles were there and had been 
photographed on O d.

Tt was concerned enough at that time to 
slap an embargo on Cuba and to tell the 
Soviet Union to get its offensive weapons 
out of Cuba. 
But Sen. Keating had been concerned a 
fortnight earlier and the administration had 
tried to shove him out of sight. 
That wasn’t a grateful or a graceful ad . 
It became part at a growing body of evi­ 
dence that the Kennedy administration be­ 
lieves that it wants to believe when it wants 
to believe it and has a weakness for ma 
nipulating all the official news it thinks is 
fit to print. 
Confidence in the Kennedy adm inistra­ 
tion's presentations is not high at this time. 
This is tragic because it ruts the ground 
from under the solid presentations as well 
as the flimsy ones. 


IT LEAVES a confused public uncertain 
about what it can believe in, because on 


the face of it Sen. Keating, one Republican 
senator from New York State, Is more be­ 
lievable at the moment than the Kennedy 
administration, which told him last Oct. IO 
he didn’t know what he was talking about, 
then admitted on Oct. 23 that he was right. 


This is the penalty of being careless about 
public confidence. It is not to be had for 
the asking, only for the earning.

Long Live The Filibuster 


The United States Senate has gone through 


the solemn mockery of pretending to have a 


debate on limiting debate. The outcome was 
as usual; the debate-limiters lost. 


They expect to lose. If they were to win, 
the fun would be over They no longer could 
go through the motions each year of out­ 
lawing Senate filibusters 
They would be 
broken-hearted if it happened 


It is not the filibuster they want to out­ 
law They want to outlaw the filibusterers 
They want to make their ase of unlimited 
debate so unpopular it will not be feasible 
for them to try it without overwhelming 
provocation 
The point is, every member of the US. 
Senate would carrv on a filibuster if he had 
iverwhelmmg provocation The reason south­ 
ern senator* are noted for filibustering is 


because the civil rights issue gives them 
more overwhelming provocations than are 
common to senators from other parts of the 
country. 
But let the others have good and suffi­ 
cient cause and they would filibuster until 
the Senate chamber was three feet deep in 
boredom Talk — "unlimited debate," legisla­ 
tors like to call it — is a minority’s bul­ 
wark against oppression bv the majority. 
It is to lie ii sod but not abused lls abuse 
is the issue in the Senate. Anti-filibusterers 
again have lost the debate over its use 
Rut they have not lost Ihe debate over its 
abuse They have served notice that if the 
filibuster is arised they are within striking 
distance of having enough votes to outlaw 
it — 54 to 42 this time All it would take

“The State Department, with no 
strings attached, freely financed 
Mr. Powell s tour of the nightclubs

“The Department of Health. F',d- 
ucation and Welfare tapped a fund 
which had been approved by Ihe 
Congress for the control of juve­ 
nile delinquency, and made an 
outright grant of $250,(HK! to a 
foundation which Mr. Powell and 
his administrative assistant, Mr. 
Wingate, had organized just eight 
days before the receipt of the gift 
“The officials of this agency 
were not quite clear as to whether 
they thought Mr Powell w o u l d 
spend this money in studying the 
juvenile delinquency problem or 
whether he would use it to organ­ 
ize a domestic peace corps in Har­ 
lem. There is one point on which 
they did agree — that the money 
would be spent at Mr. Powell’s 
discretion, and apparently without 
any exercise of control by the fed­ 
eral government. 


“TTie housing and home finance

agency, was equally generous; it 
approved 
three 
loans 
totaling 
nearly $11 million on property 
which was being purchased f o r 
approximately $8.5 million, and, 
as further evidence of the admin­ 
istration’s philanthropy, it endors- 
ed a bill which would provide 
complete exemption from all real 
estate taxes on one of these prop­ 
erties as long as it was owned 
and controlled by Mr. Powell’s 
outfit.” 


THE QUESTION that is being 
asked here now is whether any­ 
body else has gotten or could still 
get such favors from the Kennedy 
administration, and whether the 
rules of “ equal opportunity” will 
be followed hereafter. 
It will be interesting to see 
whether the House of Representa­ 
tives institutes a full investigation 
of the whole series of charges 
made by a member of the upper 
house. While each house is t h e 
sole judge of the behavior of its 
own members, either hou.se has a 
right to investigate just what the 
federal agencies did and what 
pressures, if any, were brought to 
bear and by whom to grant Mr. 
Powell the requests that he made 
for federal funds.

“ Not only were these loans suf­ 
ficient to cover IOO per cent of the 
acquisition cost of the properties 
in question, but in (me instance 
the loan approved was for exactly 
double the acquisition price.” 


THIS IS something which w i l l 
certainly cause an arching of eye­ 
brows among those citizens who 
have applied for loans bul have 
not lx*en given more than the ac­ 
quisition price. 
The real point is not whether 
•ny fault lies with an applicant 
who seeks to get all lie can. lait 
whether the federal agencies — 
anxKHis to “curry favor’’ with 
Chairman Rowed, for instance, as 
Sen.

Gov. Rockefeller 
Faces Crisis On 
Motor Vehicles 


ALBANY, N Y. (AP) - Gov. 
Nelson A. Rockefeller is faced 
with a major political and fiscal 
crisis in New York State over his 
plan to raise motor vehicle regis­ 
tration charges $48 million a year 
—an average of $9.50 per vehicle. 
The home-front troubles, tied to 
balancing a record $2.9 billion 
budget, exploded just as Rocke­ 
feller began expanding his na­ 
tional horizons in an apparent 
quest for the Republican presi­ 
dential nomination. 
In New York protests against 
the Rockefeller plan to raise reg­ 
istration fees poured into legisla­ 
tive offices, newspapers and au­ 
tomobile clubs and the governor’s 
office. 
Charges for registering passen­ 
ger vehicles now range from $8 
to |26, depending upon weight. 
The governor has proposed to in­ 
crease the range from $20 to $45.

NEW ORLEANS (A P )-A feder­ 
al appeals court has taken the 
criminal contempt case against 
Mississippi’s governor and lieuten­ 
ant governor under study after 
first rejecting a plea to let the 
state bear the responsibility. 


The 5th U.S. Circuit Court of 
Appeals gave no hint when it 
might rule on the battery of mo­ 
tions presented Friday and move 
ahead with the charges. 


However, Chief Judge Elbert P. 
Tuttle of Atlanta said the court 
would not delay its study of the 
motions made in behalf of Gov. 
Ross Barnett and Ll. Gov. Paul B. 
Johnson Jr. 


The two have been ordered to 
show why they should not be held 
in criminal contempt for trying to 
block the enrollment of Negro 
James H. Meredith into the Uni­ 
versity of Mississippi. 
At the outset of Friday’s hear­ 
ing, the court—with eight of its 
nine judges on the bench—made 
it clear that Barnett and Johnson 
must 
shoulder any 
blame for 
their acts themselves.

ANSW'ER: WTien people .speak of "cora l” they often mean the 


beautiful white or pink objects we find in curio shops. These 


are not ammals but skeletons or foundations, which were built 


by the little flower-like sea creatures called coral polyps Some­ 


times the animal itself is meant by “ coral” or both the animal 


and it’s rocklike foundation. In (1) we see the animal or polyp, 


which often looks like a sea going f l o w e r , polyps being 


closely related to .sea anemones. As the poh’p grows, celLs at 


its base lake lime from sea water and build a snug cup or base 


of limestone in which the animal can sit (2). Some corals grow 


singly, hut most join together at the base into colonies, and, 


as they are eonsantly being addea to, become coral reefs. A 


living coral colony may look as in (3); after the animals die 


the cups are left (4) There are many kinds, most living in warm 


tropical water.

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o b e r t to d d u n c o l n , the eldest son 
of President Abraham Lincoln, 
was in Washington on a special mis­ 
sion. He was determined to persuade 
his father to permit him to join the 
Army when he graduated from Harvard 
College in a few weeks. 
It was late fall of 1864. Lincoln had just been 
re-elected to a second term as President. U. S. 
Grant had been put in command of the Army of 
the Potomac and was closinsr a ring about 
Robert E. Lee. The end of the war was in sight 
—and Robert Lincoln, draft-age son of the Pres­ 
ident, was stiU a civilian and feeling it keenly. 
There had been caustic and bitter cartoons in 
the opposition press about **The Prince of Rails,” 
as Bob Lincoln was derisively called. While his 
father enforced a draft law he considered un­ 
just (because it permitted a draftee to avoid 
servi<» by offering money or a human substitute), 
some newspapers were saying: “Lincoln buys 
his own son out of the Army while calling for 
new drafts of the sons of others.” 
For two years, Bob had wanted to leave college 
and join the Army. But before doing so, he 
wanted his father’s permission, in order to avoid 
family scandal. 
The President’s permission had not been forth­ 
coming, however, and Bob knew the reason. His 
father’s reluctance stemmed from the fact that 
his mother was still grieving over the loss of 
Bob’s brother, Willie, a sensitive, precocious child 
who died in the White House in 1862, when he 
was just 10 years old. Mary Lincoln simply 
couldn’t bear the thought of risking the loss of 
another smi—this time in battle. 
And so R<^rt r«nained at Harvard, trying, 
when he could, to get the ear of his father. 
T 


h ese w as a strange, detached relationship 
between the two. Bob had seen little of his 
father when he was growing up. When Abraham 
Lincoln had finally settled down to practicing 
law in Springfield, 111., Bob had been sent to 
school in New Hampshire. Physically, Robert 
was short and slight, and perscmally he was quiet 
and reserved—in many ways the exact opposite 
of his father. 
On his infrequent visits to the White House, 
he would sometime observe with envy his fa­ 
ther’s easy, affectionate relationship with his two

It was late fall of 1864. Lincoln had just been 
re-elected to a second term as President. U. S. 
Grant had been put in command of the Army of 
the Potomac and was closing a ring about 
Robert E. Lee. The end of the war was in sight 
—and Robert Lincoln, draft-age son of the Pres­ 
ident, was still a civilian and feeling it keenly. 
There had been caustic and bitter cartoons in 
the opposition press about “The Prince of R ails/’ 
as Bob Lincoln was derisively called. While his 
father enforced a draft law he considered un­ 
just (because it permitted a draftee to avoid 
service by offering money or a human substitute), 
some newspapers were saying: “Lincoln buys 
his own son out of the Army while calling for 
new drafts of the sons of others.” 
For two years. Bob had wanted to leave college 
and join the Army. But before doing so, he 
wanted his father’s permission, in order to avoid 
family scandal. 
The President’s permission had not been forth­ 
coming, however, and Bob knew the reason. His 
father’s reluctance stemmed from the fact that 
his mother was still grieving over the loss of 
Bob’s brother, Willie, a sensitive, precocious child 
who died in the White House in 1862, when he 
was just IO years old.

Most crimes are spur-of-the-moment things. The criminal watchcH 
for an opportunity and strikes quickly.

Much of the same is true of most other criminal acta'against American 
families. You should learn how your family is vulnerable to crime—and 
how you can reduce the vulnerability. 
Many shoppers, for example, leave valuable items lying on the back 
seats of unlocked cars. Never leave such property in view. Lock it in the 
trunk. No thief will jimmy a trunk unless he knows there is a real prize 
inside. It takes a crowbar, and the ensuing scene is an attention-getter. 
At home, your garage is especially vulnerable, since it is full of nice 
pawnables. In most garage thefts last year, the door was wide open. Also, 
many a mower, bike, or power tool was left temptingly outside. 
Keep things under cover. And lock your garage. Sure, the lock can be 
picked. But why should a thief bother when some kindly soul will make 
it all so much simpler by being careless? Another precaution you can take 
is to knotv what you own. Keep a simple list of valuables—cars, cameras, 
mowers, appliances—with their make, color, model, year, registration, and 
engine numbers.

What about the woman home alone? Her best protection is in light and 
drawn shades, together with wholesome suspicion of callers. But there are 
two other important defenses—a telephone by the bed and a dog. Remem­ 
ber, it’s the bark, not the size, that counts in a dog. A small yippy dog can 
wake a neighborhood, and criminals hate noise. 
As for the telephone, don’t hesitate to call us. The prowler you see about 
your house may be a man the police are hunting. 
Late at night, people should walk where there is light. If you think 
you are being followed, just pound on the nearest door. (It’s amazing how 
few people will do this.) If a threat comes close, yell! 
In our schools, our officers now teach children to refuse candy, gifts, 
rides, and attentions from stranger.s—especially in movies or when they 
are alone. But there are things we’d like to teach parents as well. And the 
first is: know where your children are. 
Know when school is out, where Johnny will be playing, and what time 
he’ll be home for supper. Then enforce those times. Insi.st that Johnny 
phone you if he is late for any reason. You’d be shocked to know how many 
missing-child reports we get hours late. 
A threat to safety is as much our business as the accomplished criminal 
act. Only you can tell us of that threat. If we don’t know the dangers, we 
can’t do our job of protecting you.

Add 
lemon juice and continue beating until 
stiff peaks form.

Rub a 3- to 6-lb. pork loin roast with a 
mixture of 4 teaspoons dry mustard, I 
teaspoon salt, I teaspoon Accent, and V4 
teaspoon black pepper. Place pork, fat 
side up, in a shallow roasting pan. In­ 
sert roast-meat thermometer in center 
of thickest part of meat, being sure it 
does not rest in fat or on bone. Roast, 
uncovered, at 350°F 2 to 3 hrs., allow­ 
ing 35 to 40 min. per pound. Meat is 
done when internal temperature reaches 
186°F. Remove thermometer and trans­ 
fer meat to a heated serving platter. 
Garnish with Hot Cinnamon Apples. 


Hot Cinnamon Apples 
3 cups sugar 
I Vt cups water 
Vt cup red cinnamon candies 
Vt teaspoon red food coloring 
6 small tart cooking apples, cored and 
pared 
1. Combine the first four ingredients in 
a large, deep saucepan; bring to boil­ 
ing, stirring until sugar and candies 
are dissolved. 
2. Add apples to sirup and simmer, un­ 
covered, until apples are tender, about 
IO min.; turn frequently. Remove from 
heat and allow to stand about 20 min., 
or until apples are evenly colored, turn­ 
ing frequently.

Broccoli with Buttery Lemon 
Crunch 


I Vi lbs. broccoli, cooked in salted water
